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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
05/04/2004 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,2,4-6,9-12,15,24-29 and 42 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A search of the prior art did not disclose a light valve for use in high 
contrast reflective micro-displays comprising a combination of structural 
elements, more specifically: 

(a) A homeotropic vertically aligned nematic mode reflective liquid crystal 
cell with no pre-tilt inducing mechanism and no director orientation in a voltage 
applied state and a first circular polarizer of a first handedness positioned in the 
light incident path and a second circular polarizer of the same first handedness or 
a second handedness positioned in the light reflected path. 

(b) A homeotropic vertically aligned nematic mode reflective liquid crystal 
cell with no pre-tilt inducing mechanism and no director orientation in a voltage 
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applied state and a first circular polarizer of a first handedness positioned in the 
light incident path, a non-polarizing beam splitter positioned to reflect the light 
exiting the first circular polarizer toward the liquid crystal cell and a second 
circular polarizer of a second handedness positioned in the light reflected path. 

The prior art, including the previously cited references, teach pre-tilt 
orientation due to either rubbing or some other means to pre-tilt the liquid crystal 
molecules in combination with linear polarizers. The uniqueness of the current 
invention is that no pre-tilt inducing mechanism is required and the circular 
polarization of the incoming light will eliminate the problems associated with 
fringing fields.
